WITHOUT HOPE. 
Bishop Brent on the 
Philippines. 

WasitsoTos, October 1. 

The substance of Bishop Brent's 
mternnce at Richinond was as follows: 
“The conditions in the Philippines are 
horrible. Millions of people aro living 
there in the direst poverty without a 
ray of hope ur ambition. The 
disheartening immorality ix rampant and 
tho temptations to officials aro fearful 


most 


in the extreme, 

The statement one hears often that the 
Filipinos are fit, for self-government is 
untrue) Tho Filipinos will never be fitted 
to govern themselves if the government of 
the United States continues its present 
policy toward tho islands. 

The great corporate interests of the 
United Statos are responsible for the 
doplorable state of affairs in tho Philip- 
pines, preferring for their own gain to 
nake the Filipinos pay extravagant prices 
for ovorything, Consequently thoy arv in 
the depths of poverty. At. the feet of the 
sugar und tobacco monopolies must bo laid 
the sad fate of the Filipinos matorially and 
morally. The country and the peoplo are 
acentury bobind the Cubans inal direc- 
tions of development. 

Thereby pvtition. Congress in tho namo 
of humanity to attempt.to remedy the foul 
injustice done the Filipinos by the trusts 
of America, and I shall not rest until 
this justico hog been attained.” 


The Bishop's speech made.n sensation 
and was procied with cheers, It received 
rominent notices in tho néwspapers all 
over the country.
